However, it is the Duty of us all, to endeavour to be as 
= as we can. And here being a very fair and excellent 
py ſer before us, which I do net ſay, we cannot, con- 
fidering what Grace and further Strength is given or of- 
fered us; and to him that uſerh it well, or improves it, He 
gives more Grace; but I doubt, we fall not write alroge- 
ther ſo fair and excellent as it; yer nevertheleſs it is con- 
venient to write as well as we can, according to this com. 
- pleat and perfect Exemplar here ſet before us. I am cru- 
eiſied with Chrift : Nevertheleſs I live; yet n I, but Chriſt 
liveth in me: and the Life which I now live in the Fleſh, I 
live by the Faith of the Son of God, who loved me, and gave 
himſelf fer me.

whereby at length they did die a lingring, but yet a cer: 
min Death. Every one knows that hath heard or read the 


Goſpel,” how that the Fews and Gentiles did with wicked 


Hands take Jeſus Chriſt, the Son of God, ard the Holy 
One, who had dine no Sin, neither was Guil: found in hu 
Mom: and yet nevertheleſs they did put him ro Death 
after that . ile, ſhaineful and painful manner, even the 

Death of the Croſs. And though they found no Cauſe of 
Death in him, yer d. ſired they Pilate that he ſhould bs ſlain, 
Acts 13. 28. And as the Thing was long before decreed 
of God : For of a Truth, againſt thy Holy Child JESUS, 
whom theu haſt anointed, both Herod and Pontius Pilate, 
with the Gentiles.and the People of Iſrael were gathered to- 
gether, fer to do whatſeever thy Hand and thy Counſel deter- 
mined before to be done, Acts 4. 27, 28. So Jeſus Chriſt 
himſelf had a Knowledge of it before he came to ſuffer 
it, for he doth in ſundry places of the Goſpel ſpeak of it 
berore it came to paſs. The Son of Man muſt ſuffer many 
things, and be rejected of the Elders, and Chief Prieſts and 
Scribes, and be flain, and be raiſed the third Day. And he

Oar Apoſtle in the Text did herein approve himſelf a 


rrue Follower and —_ of Jeſus Chriſt. For Paul by 
averring in Truth, That he was Cracified with Chriſt, here- 
by he did fulfil and comply with the purpors, intention and 
meaning of this great Saying of Jeſus Chriſt, If any Man 
will come after m:, let him deny himſelf and take up bu Croſadaily 
and follow me. And from hence we learn, That in the Chri- 
ſtian Life, as ever we hope to be ſaved, and reap the Bene- 
fits thereof, in order to that, we muſt firſt deny cur /cloef 
amd tate up our Croſs daily, that is, to affiit our Sou“, Ia, 
gt; 7 and do ſomething which is diſplealing and painful 
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xo: Fleſh and Blood, the outward Corrupt and Carnal pare 
of us, which is for Sloth and Eaſe. A Day ſhould not paſs 
over our Heads (for it is here ſaid, aud rake hi Croſs dain) 
without uſing ſome Acts of ſelf denial, or crucifying. the 
Fleſh, that is, by putting it to ſome pain or diſguſt, or by 
doing ſomewhat which that doth diſlike or dilreliſh.. 
Provided always, That this Selt-denial and crucifying 
the Fleſh be obſerved only in keeping the Commandments 
of God, and in doing according to the Truth & it à in ge- 
Jus. Be ſure that thou have a Command from God, either 
as that lies written in his Book, or by what he makes 
known by the Dictates and Impulſes of his Spirit in thy 
Conſcience ;'which again is another thing from the meer 
Imag nations and Inventions of Men, or from the Sugge- 
ſtioms of the evil one. If Care and Heed be not given 
herein, inſtead of Vell done good and faithful Servant, thou 
mayeſt hear and receive from him at the laſt Day, be 
bath required thu at your Hand? Ia: 1. 12. + 534 
Hence may be conceived of thole ieveral Auſteritics of 
Pepiſh Superſtition ; I mean only thoſe for which they 
have no Warrant nor Ground for. from the written and 
revealed Word of God, but rather therein they ate like 
Nals Priefts, who cut themſelves after their manner with 
Knives and Lancets, till the Blood guſhed eut upon them, 
1 Kings 18. 28. After the very ſame manner are the- 
Whippings and Scourgings, with the ſeveral kinds of Pe- 
nance Which are uſed at this Day in Pagan Chriſtian Rome 
by the Members of that falle, erroneous, and corrupt 
Church. For they are no where taught to do ſo in the 
Book of the Lord, nor in the Goſpel of Jeſus Chiiſt. Pro- 
duce your ſtrong Reaſons, ſaith the King of Jacob. Let them 
bring forth (if they can, as indeed they cannot) any Pre- 
cept or D. rection for it from the liveiy Oracles. For he 
doth not afflict willing iy, nor grieve the Children of Men, Lam,. 
3.33. This is the reſult as to that matter, unleſs our Acts 
of Self. denial and Crucifying the Fleſh be uſed only in 
coming after Chriſt, that is, in receiving of, and in Obe 
dience to his Doctrine; They are not now accepted by 
cd, nor yet in the end will they be rewarded by him. 
Bur on the other hand, in our coming to, or going af- 
rer Chriſt, they do become TY of Duty, aod ought 5 
"pa 3 be 
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be uſed. $o that the conſequence is plain and neceſſary, 
chat if any thing in our Religion, hath a ſhew of Pain or 


Inconvenience, Labour or Irkfomneſs, Shame, Heb. 12. 2. 


vor Diſhonour, 2 Cor. 6. 8. or ſuch like, it ſhould thence be 
in ne wiſe omitted or neglected, bur ir ought to be retain- 


ed and done nevertheleſs. This Doctrine is true, and ne- 
etflary to be learnt and practiſed. Bur yer many People

gregation or Community, and by oblerving the Faſhions 
and Cuſtoms of the World, ( which is to be conformed to 
abu World, contrary to tke Command of God in Row. 12. 
2. and not attend ing throughly unto what his Spirit ſaith, 
For the Cuſtoms of the People are vain, Jer. 10. 3.) or of 
ſuch a ſer ſort of —_ „and not by varying from the 

e at any time. Bur here it may be obſerved again, that 


in all this there is no denying of themſelves, nor taking up 


their Croſy daily. | 
There is no ſuch denying of themſelves, their own 
Worldly Profir or Intereſt, as ro chooſe honeſt Poverty, 
or Meanneſs of Condition, before Riches or Plenty, when 
may be purchaſed with the Reward of Iniquity, or by 
finfnl and unrighteous means. God doch not try thouſands 
even ſo far as this; for there are many People, eſpeciall 
in the lower Rank and Condition, who would with all 
rheir Hearts, put forth their Hand to Sin or Iniquity, for 
ro get the wnrighteous Mammon, ſo called in Luke 16. 11. 
bac it is not offered or tendr d unto them. But here is the 
Teyal of a Man, that when he can have one or the other, 
great Riches following after Sin and Guilt in the Conſ- 
cence, or but a little without Sin, than he will rather 
rake up his Portion herein, than have the former. A licele 
that 8s Righteous man hath, x better thew the Riches of many 
wicked, Plal.

as Moſes did, Choofing rather to ſuffer Aſflidioi with the

| Hab. 11. 25. Who chooſe rather 10 lead a dull, melan- 
choly, Solitary, Micah, 7. 14. deftituce, Pſal. 102. 17. Life 
in the Service of God, than to have thoſe eurward Com- 
torts and Conveniencies which others have, who rake up 
and centent themſelvet with the formal and Cuftomary 
Superficial outſide Religion of the mulrirude. 
Again, we ought to deny our ſelves in our Eating and 
Drinking, ſo as nor to taſte of the Pleaſures of Fulneſg or 
Senluality. And let me not eat of their Dainties, Plal. 14. 
4- When we can and do ſubject our ſelves to Hunger and 
ey Thirſt, Cold and Nakedneis in the way of Duty, or as 
we arc in the Courſe of our Miniſtration and Service of 
o rhe Lord, this is denying our ſelves according to the 
Mind of Chrift, which hath a Recompence of Reward 
I, annex d to it. For the more Self denial of this kind is uſed 
here, the greater will be the Enjoyment hereafrer. The 
e more Labour hath been of this ſort, ſo much the þerter 
tand more pleaſanr will that Reſt be which is to come. 
7. And ſo when we can ſubject our ſelves to Diſgrace, or 
leſſening of Reputation, this is taking up our Crols, for 
n indeed it doth croſs and thwart the Proud and Corrupt 
„Nature in us. And ſo when we act Revenge, 2 Cor. J. 11, 
upon our {elves, becauſe we have ſinned and tranſgreſſed 
againſt the Lord, this is alſo another raking up the Croſs, 
for that imports Burthen and Pain, and fo is acting any 
thing which is contrary or diſpleaſing to our Nature. — 
ow to take up the Croſs, or to be nailed on the Croſs 
(both which kinds of Speech are uſed in Scripture) are 
bur initial Acts: Bur to be crucified, that is the finiſhing 
AQ, and Ggnifies no leſs than the putting to Death by che 
Croſs. And ſo when Paul here ſpeaks, I am ci uciſied with 
Chriſt, he hath a farther meaning than the bare taking uy 
the Croſs. But as the taking up of rhe Cro(s was a lead. 
ng and Preparatory Step towards the being crucified, 
(for it was the conftant manner of thoſe that were to be 
erucified ro take up the Croſs firſt, and carry it themſelves, 
which Chrift was to have done, but they found Simon the

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bien i a leading and Preparacory Step towarts the being

with Chrift in God, Col. 3. 3. And ſo Paul doth elſewhere 


fay of himſelf, I proteſt by your rejoxcing which I have in 
Chrift Feſus our Lord, I die daily, 1 Cor. 15. 31. Now we 
knew, there is a difference berween dying and being dead. 
And ſo it ſhould be with us; we ſhould Cad and con- 
rinually dying unto Sin, until we are dead umo Sin. And 
to be dead unto Sin, is to be crucified with Chriſt. In 
very deed, this is one of the higheſt degrees of all the At- 
tainments in Chriſtianity. It is the higheſt flight and ſoar- 
ing up aloft towards the Regions of Bits which can poſ- 
fibly e whilft we are here on this Earth, But they that 
wait upon the Lord, ſhall renew their Strength : they ſnal 
mount up with Wings ds Eagles, Ila. 40. 31. Theſe ings 
may. be ſuppoſed ro be Obedience and Knowledge, by. 
Which the Soul doth bear and lift up it ſelf towards Hea- 
ven. Now Sin doth again clip thele Wings, and hinder 
the flight upwards: ſo that ir muſt be kept ſhort, yea, and 
quite deſtroyed cr rooted out, if we Would make lure.

As Crucifixion doth let out the Blood wherein the Life 
conſiſts; ſo the being crucified wich Chriſt, doth let out 
the old corrupt and finful Nature, yea, the Tafte and 
Scent of ir by degiees goes off alto, Hating even the Gar- 


ment ſported by the Flefs, Jude 23, and renouncing even 


the things which ſavour thereof, tor ſuch a State may be 
attained unto, and the Scripture ſpeaks of it in ſundry. 
places. Moab hath been at eaſe from hy youth, and he hath 
ſettled on by Lees, and hath not been emptied from Veſſel to 
Veſſel, neither bath he gone into Captivity: therefore bi Taſte. 
remained in him, and hu Scent # net changed, Jer. 48. 11. 
Here the Haly Ghoſt doth complain, that the Taſte ſhould 
remain which ſhould have been gone and vaniſhed.

We ſhould be dead unro Sin, and 
dead as ro the World, but alive unto God. Ariſe np and

A bare Negative Innocence, or only a ceafing from Sin,” 
is nor ſufficient ; but there ſhonld be Action and Motion 
in good things and matters of Duty. Thy People ſhall be 
willing in the Day of thy Power, Pal. 1 10. 3. And ſo God's. 
People are a ſtirring and active People; who are willing 
alſo in this Day of his Grace and Forbearance. But the 
People that do know their God, ſhall be ſtrong and do exploits, 
Dan. 11. 32. And whereas it is here ſaid in the ſame 
Verſe, ſuch as ds wickedly againſt the Covenant, ſhall be cor- 
rupt by flatteries. So there may be obſerved the ſame fai- 
jure both in the wicked and Godly of theſe Days. For 
like as is the Condition of the damned, ever dying and 
never dead; ſo there being ſome Principles of Goodneſs 
in the worſt of Men, they are ever returning to the Lord, 
bur never actually turned. They are, or at leaſt pretend, 
to be dying unto Sin, but they are not actually dead unto 
it. They are full of good Purpoſes and Relolutions, but 
they prove abortive and do not come forth into like ef- 
fect. So it is of others, Many who have 4 Name that thou 
liveſt and art dead, Rev. 3.1. And ſo they who have a 
Name of being Religious, Godly, and ſuch like, they rhink 
and ſpeak well, but herein they are found wanting, they 
do not Act and lay themſelves out for God. Ceaſe to to 
evil, Learn to do well, Iſa. 1.16, 17. A ceaſing from Evil is 
bur one half of our Duty, and ſo it is but one half way 
to Heaven. And to go half way only, it is almoſt the ſame 
as if you did not ſet out at all; for it will not bring you 
to the Journey 's end, and there is bur ſo much Trouble 
and Loſs ro no purpoſe to. go that half way. But there 
muſt be alſo a doing wel in as many ſe veral Acts and In- 
ſtances of Good as thole are of Sin or Evil, which we are 
obliged to ceaſe from. ' Accordingly the Apoſtle Pau in 
the Text, hath hit upon this very nature, order and re- 
quiſice of things. For he knew that dt was not ſufficient 
to be dead unto Sin, or dead unto the World. or to be 
truciſied with Chriſt, but immed iateiy he thereupon adds 


and ſubjoyns, Neuerthele/i I live.. 1 \ 
2 This 
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This Particle, Nevertheleſs, is as the catching up of ones 
ſelf after a Fall, or as a correcting ones ſelf afrer a Slip of 
the Tongue. And it is as much as if Pau! ſhould have 
ſaid, To be crucified or dead, is to become a meer Jump 
or uſeleſs thing. And what profit or good is in that? Bur 
we ſhould be living Servants of rhe hving God. Ir is ob- 


fervable how Chriſt proves the Reſurrection, becauſe of il 


the Reaſon annex d, and particularly that laſt of all in 
Luke 20. 37, 38. Now that the dead are raiſed, even Moſes 
ſhewed at the Buſb, when he calleth the Lord the God of A- 
braham, and the God of Iſaac, and the God of Facoh. For he 
1 not 4 God of the dead, but of the living : for all live unto 
bim, Which indeed is true. For as all Souls are his; and 
though to us they ſeem to dye and periſh, when they go 
cut of the Body, which thereupon becomes a Carcaſe and 
dead Lump, yet in the very ſame Hour they do live unto 
God. The Spirit rerurns ro God who gave it. And all the 
irits of- all Men and Women of all Generations and 
rreys that were ever on this Earth, do live unto 
God. Surely then ir is meet and reaſonable, that a living 
God ſhould be glorified ard ſerved by living Crea- 
rares ; according to what his Word faith, That ns Max 
ſhould live unto himſelf, but unto God who hath created him. 
This very thing makes to diſcern between the Righteous and 
the Wicked, between him that ſerueth God and him that ſer- 
veth him not. For the wicked and they that do nor ſerve 
God, they do live unto themſelves, as to enjoy Pleaſure. 
But ſhe that liveth in Pleaſure, M dead while ſhe liveth, 1 
Tim. 5.6. or to get Riches and Gain, or for a Livelihoed. 
Or they do ſnort out their Days in Sloth and Idleneſs ra- 
ther than live. All this and the like, is not to live unto 
God, who hath created them; for they do not frame their 
doings to turn unto God. Bur they are, as it were, without 
in the World. Thou haſt ſaid in thine Heart, I am, 

and none elſe beſides me, Iſa. 47. 16. They are for being 
their own Men, and for doing as they lift, and what rhey 
will themſelves. The alone Performance of Acts of our- 
ward Worſhip, is ne more ſerving of God, than the bare
